The state bureau of vital statistics reports it was nothing to 
brag about, for it established tile lowest marriage rate in the state’s 
history. 
Out of every IO.OOO population more than 15 years old, only 176 
persona married, Bachelors wtio want to make Cupid especially un­ 
comfortable may compare the 60,160 marriages with the entire pop­ 
ulation and get the bureau's other rate of 124 married out of every 
10.000 inhabitants, 
The iota! number of marriages represented a low’ surpassed 
by only three year*, 
Other observations of the bureau; 
Of the brides, 87 per cent were married tor the first time, in­ 
cluding ten wlw waited until they were from 65 to 74 years old. 
A total of 7362 women and 3151 men contracted their second 
marriages, and 216 inca and 256 women embarked on their third 
venture:^ 
Five men and sixteen women reported they were trying 
it for the fourth time.

Powerful Men In China Hope 
To Settle World Problems 
Centering In Asia.

Shanghai 
<AP»—As 
1933 
nears 
C hina looks back upon a year of 
tragedy and turmoil, but finds her­ 
self w ith the gravest of her interna­ 
tional and domestic problems un­ 
solved. 
Leaders refuse to hazard a guess 
as to w hat the New Year will bring 
to this sick giant of Asia, but all 
profess confidence that in the e n d - 
m eaning few years or many—the big 
world problems now centering 
in 
eastern Asia will be settled and, for 
the great part, according to the dic­ 
tates of China. 
Manchuria Faces Chaos 
Japan's 
m ilitary occupation 
of 
M anchuria and institution of the 
protected state of M anchukuo con­ 
stituted the greatest foreign threat 
to China since the disastrous Sino- 
Japanese was in the closing years 
of th e previous century. 
As 1932 passes, M anchurian vol­ 
unteers continue to harass the is­ 
land em pire's officials. T he coming 
year promises to be one of chaos 
there even while the League of Na­ 
tions tries to settle the probrem. 
In memory, too, exists the assault 
which Japan launched upon Shang­ 
hai late last January. 
For six weeks j 
an arm y of more than 50.000. backed j 
by a naval arm ada, was held at bay 


the first six or eight m onths of 
which there would be the m ightiest 
effort in a generation to rescue 
American farm ing from
